The Soviets are holding 40,000 
German nurses and members of 
women’s auxiliary forces, accord- 
ing to Grotwohl. Russia has also 
arrested and classed as “political 
convicts” 1500 German wives of 
Wehrmacht officers who went to 
Soviet internment centers to ask 
about their husbands and were 
promptly seized for their pains. 
“The Red Army took approxi- 
mately 5,000,000 German soldiers 
prisoners up to June 1945,” 
Grotwohl said. “By the end 
of 1946, a further 200,000 German 
troops were arrested, most of them 
officers and noncommisioned offi- 
cers. About 250,000 sick prisoners 
unfit for work have been released. 
More than 800,000 prisoners of war 
have died. 

1,000,000 War Prisoners. 
After eliminating: prisoners who 
were members of the Nazi party 
or of one of its organizations, only 
about 1,000,000 remained as prison- 
ers of war. The others are con- 
sidered political convicts. 

“It is understood that there are 
bout 40,000 Red Cross nurses and 
rsonnel of women’s auxiliaries of 
the former German armed forces 
now in Soviet. captivity. 
nee as prisoners of 
war will be released by the end of 
1950, it is understood. The politi- 
cal convicts, who number ut 
3,000,000, probably never will be 
set free.

MOSCOW, Oct. 10 (UP)—Prav- 
da, the official newspaper of the 
Communist party, said today that 
the setting up of an information 
bureau in Belgrade by the Com- 
munist parties of nine nations 
waa not a restoration of the Com- 
intern, but the next step beyond 
in development of the working 
class movement. 


It said that a revival of the 
Comintern+the Communist Inter- 
national—now would be a step 
backward, not forward, because 
since the days of the Comintern, 
strong national Communist parties 
have been formed and “it is now 
possible to begin collaboration be- 
tween these parties rather than 
direction of them from a central 
organization,” 

“Documents which have been 
published say clearly that the set- 
ting up of the information bureau 
by representatives from some’ 
Communist parties does not sig- 
nify at all a restoration of a single 
world Communist organization 
central leadership such as 
the Communist International used 
to be,” Pravda said.’ 

Calls Dissolution Justified. 
“The Communist International 
was dissolved in accordance with 
the mutual agreement of the Com- 
munist parties in 1943 in accord- 
ance with the conditions and de- 
mands of the historical situation. 
“Since the dissolution of the 
International, Communist parties 
in various countries have grown

considerably, become stronger and 


increased their influence among 
the masses. 

“Thus the dissolution of the 
Communist Internationa] has com- 
pletély justified itself and has 
played a positive role in the de- 
velopment of the working class 
movement.

William J. Brennan, widely 
known as “Boots” in city and 
state Democratic circles, died to- 
day in DePaul Hospital, where 
he had been a patient for a week, 
after suffering stomach hemorr- 
hages.

BREDEGK ASSAILS 
WAITE MILK DATA 


Made Public — Lists 


for Shortage. 


The Waite survey report on St. 
Louis milk supplies was assailed 
for “non-factual and prejudicial 
statements” and. “erroneous con- 
clusions” by Dr. Joseph F. Bre- 
deck, health commissioner, in a 
reply made public yesterday. 


University of Minnesota declared 
in his report to consumer mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Dairy Coun- 
cil last year that “bad relations” 


between the St. Louis Health De- 
partment and producers had con- 
tributed to the shortage of milk in 
St. Louis, id that the standard 
milk ordinance had curtailed sup- 
plies and increased the cost of 
mne to consumers. 


Dr. Bredeck, in his reply to the 
consumer group last December, 
listed “three real reasons given 
by some for not wanting more 
milk production” in the St. Louis 
area, 

Some dairy farmers, he said, 
fear a surplus of milk will lower 
prices. Some _ distributors are 
against a surplus market because 
they fear the ordinance will be 
amended to require the use of 
grade A milk in ice cream to dis- 
pose of any extra supplies of top 
quality milk, he said. 

He also charged that milk 
processors not selling on the St. 
Louis market “discourage our 
producers by talking against our 
program and inspectors in order 
to try to get producers to sell to 
them.” 

Bredeck ehallenged Prof. 
Waite’s conclusion on poor rela- 
tions. between the Health Depart- 
ment and the producers, charging 
that the professor’s field survey 
personné] talked chiefly with pro- 
ducers who never qualified for 
this market or had been cut off 
for violations of the ordinance. 

“We recognize that our indi- 
‘vidual relations with certain offi- 
cials of some producer organiza- 
tions may not be good,” the Health 
Commissioner aserted. “Also, some 
field men of the distributors have 
béen agitators among the farmers. 
Phere is good reason for some of 
them, at least in their own minds, 
to be dissatisfied because they, 
themselves, have been cut off the 
market for violationg of the ordi- 
nance on their own farms.” 


Despite the reported bad rela- 
tions, Dr. Bredeck added, St. Louis 
milk producers have increased sup- 
plies 19 per cent since 1938, as 
compared to the national increase 
of 16 per cent, and consumption 
in the city has increased 70 per 
cent, as compared to the national 
average of 44 per cent.

AUTO PARKING BILL TO MAKE 
OWNERS LIABLE IS BLOCKED 


Weinbrenner’s Objections

| The draft of a proposed ordi- 
nance establishing summary en- 
forcement of parking regulations 
ran into a snag yesterday before 
the Mayor’s Traffic Committee 
when it encountered strong ob- 
jections by Alderman J. Ray 
Weinbrenner, chairman of the 
aldermanic traffic committee. 


When Weinbrenner's objections 
could not be overcome, the Traffic 
Committee withheld its approval 
and referred the bill back to the 
city counselor’s office with in- 
structions to work out a new 
enforcement provision in co-opera- 
tion with Weinbrenner. 


The alderman objected to a sec- 
tion of the ordinance that would 
make it illegal for any person, 
form or corporation “to allow, per- 
mit or suffer” any vehicle regis- 
| tered in his or its name to be 
parked in violation of any city 
ordinance. The section also would 
make he presence of any auto- 
mobile improperly parked prima 
facie evidence that the record 
owner committed or authorized 
the violation. 


The section was an attempt to 
get around the practical impossi- 
bility of detecting every parking 
violation in the act of commission. 
Other provisions, to which Wein- 
brenner expressed no objections, 
would permit the tagging of the 
vehicle and addressing a notice 


of violation by registered mail to 
the owner. 

“This bill is illegal, unconstitu- 
tional and un-American,” Wein- 
brenner told the committee, “and 
it will never get past the alder- 
manic traffic committee, because 
it seeks to make a man criminally 
liable for an offense he did not 
commit.” 

He said he would have no objec- 
tions if the. presumption created 
by the bill were merely that of 
ownership and the owner were per- 
mitted to come tn and deny that 
he had parked the vehicle illegally. 
When Chairman David R. Calhoun 
Jr. pointed out this would leave 
the present unsatisfactory enforce- 
ment condition unchanged, Wein- 
brenner shrugged and suggested 
that the only cure for widespread 
parking violations was space for 
off-street parking. 

Weinbrenner also criticized the 
participation of Police Judges Jo- 
seph Catanzaro and George J. 
Grellner in the group preparing 
the ordinance on the ground it 
would place them in the anomal- 
ous position of interpreting a law 
they had helped to draft. 

The committee’s attention was 
called to numerous complaints 
that neon advertising signs at the 
intersection of Grand boulevard 
and Market street made it diffi- 
cult for motorists to see the traf- 
fic lights there.

Supreme Court of Missouri, pur- 
suant to its rule-making power, 
raising the standard for qualifying 
as a bondsman in criminal causes 
and providing an adequate and 
continuing system for checking 
such qualifications.” 

Efforts at corrective legislation 
by the organized bar of the state 
in recent years have been based 
on a report by the Missouri Asso- 
ciation for Criminal. Justice, an 
agency sponsored by the Missouri 
Bar Association. The report, pub- 
lished in 1926, contained recom- 
mendations covering a wide field 
of activity in administration of 
criminal law. 

Most recent effort by the Mis- 
souri Bar Association to obtain 
corrective legislation was in the 
1941 Legislature, when eight major 
changes in the criminal code were 
proposed, including provision for 
a bail bond commissioner in St. 
Louis. 

After rejection of its proposals 
by the Legislature, thec riminal 
law committee of the state as- 
sociation, reporting in September 
1941, said:. the Legislature 
has slaughtered almost every pro- 
posed change. Secret sessions by 
unrecorded committee votes have 


‘sent the great majority of these 


measures to their doom. 

“As a result the criminal con- 
tinues to maintain his advantage 
over the law enforcement agencies 
of ‘Missouri; the prosegutors are 
thwarted and the courts in many 
instances are reduced to the status 
of an ineffective fixture, The Gen- 
eral Assembly has permitted the 
personal desires of a few men to 
throttle the vital necessities of the 
state.” 

Referring to orfe of its bills, 
intended to vest in the Supreme 
Court authority for establishing 
rules of criminal procedure, the 
report urged submission of the 
measure to the people by initia- 
tive, declaring, “It is our opinion 
that the General Assembly will 
never pass a measure embodying 
the purposes of the suggested bill.” 
Essentials of the bill were in- 
corporated later in the new Con- 
stitution, which was adopted by 
vote of the people. 

The 1941 proposal for a bail 
commissioner for St. Louis called 
for appointment of the commis- 
sioner by the circuit judges and 
judges of the Court of Criminal 
Correction. He would have had 
authority to accept or reject sure- 
ties on bail bonds, except where 
such authority already was vested 
in the police or police judges. 
Would Keep Record. 

In addition to passing on quali- 

fications of bondsmen and approv- 
ing bonds, the commissioner also 
would be required to keep a card- 
index record of approved sureties, 
with total amount of bonds signed, 
disposition of each case and all 
forfeitures entcred. The measure 
was strong upported by the 
then Circuit Attormey, Thomas C. 
Hennings Ir. 
Anqther protective measure, re- 
peatedly urged by the bar associ- 
ation, based on recommendations 
in the 1926 crime report, would 
have required bondsmen to in- 
clude among their liabilities the 
outstanding bonds on which they 
were surety. Under present. law, 
outstanding bonds are not con- 
sidered in connection with a 
surety’s qualifications. 
Still another proposal would 
have required filing with the Re- 
corder of Deeds tle amounts of 
outstanding bonds as liens against 
the bondsmen's property. 

More Forfeitures Disclosed. 
An investigation by the Police 


Department disclosed today ‘that 


Moe Kanner and Sam Andrews, 
professional bondsmen, failed to 
report $500 bend forfeitures in 
Police Court in their monthly af- 
fidavits to the police. 

Kanner had a forfeiture Sept. 13 
on the bond of Charles Jones, 
which he failed,to report in his 
Oct. 3 affidavit, police announced. 
A bond signed by Andrews for 
Simon Mobley was ordered for- 
feited Sept. 15 and Andrews failed 
to report the forfeiture in his Oct. 
2 affidavit.

Defects of Long Standing. 

Defects in bail bond adminis- 
tration here, as summarized in the 
1926 Missouri Crime Survey re- 
port, still apply in large part.

There seems to be 
no co-operation between officials 
in lower courts, in police depart- 
ments, in sheriffs’ offices and in 
the various offices of the circuit 
court to centralize information 
concerning bondsmen.

with the United States Marines 
who captured this onetime Japa- 
nese bastion, 

Maj. Svend W. Nielsen of Knox- 
ville, Tenn., the island’s engineer- 
ing officer, said ruefully that the 
storm’s havoc “sets us back at 
least six months,” but the island 
commander, Col. Raleigh Macklin 
of Ottawa, Kan., was thankful 
that the loss was not greater. 


The typhoon struck hardest at 
buildings on which maintenance 
had been allowed to lag. Nearly 
half of Iwo Jima’s buildings are 


i] quonset huts, and the wind ripped 


through some of them like a giant 
can-opener, while stomping others 
flat. 

Buildings which had been main- 
tained showed fewer traces of the 
storm which drove sand and rain 


an hour against parked aircraft, 
huts, warehouses and the memo- 
rial atop Mt. Suribachi. 

The contro] tower of the Iwo 
ima runway was toppled. Some 
half-dozen warehouses collapsed 
over stores of Army surplus prop- 
erty which had been turned over 
to the Chinese Government. 

The storm, which drove the 
island's residents to shelter 
Wednescday evening, reached its 
peak early Thursday, Most of the 
residents took shelter in ammuni- 
tion igloos—huts set slight below 
ground surface, with sand piled 
against the outside walls and over 
the roofs: A few servicemen 
dodged into old Japanese caves, 


Soldiers fell to quickly after 
leaving the shelters to repair dam- 
age. However, Col. Macklin re- 
quested the Marianas-Bonin com- 
mand to send technicians to re- 


pair communications and airport 


facilities damaged. One officer 
estimated it would be a month be- 
fore these repairs could be made 
permanent, 

The typhoon, named “Rosalind” 
for identifying purposes by the 
weather wing, began a northward 
curve this afternoon which was 
expected to throw its outer 
fringes across southern Japan to- 
morrow morning. Part of the 
storm. wag expected to hit Tokyo 
within 48 hours, with winds of 25 
miles an hour, 

The southern Japanese island of 
Shikoku and southern Honshu 
were alerted for trouble, as were 
naval forces at Yokosuka base, 30 
miles southwest of Tokyo. Fifty- 
mile winds were expected at Yoko- 
suka, and weather officials be- 
lieved the storm would begin blow- 
ings itself out by early tomorrow. 
(In Hong Kong, travelers from 
the city of Swatow, China, said 
an estimated 135 persons were 
killed ‘and thousands left home- 
less by a typhoon which hit the 
city last Tuesday. One traveler 
said a tidal wave swept six feet 
of water into the city, marooning 
thousands.)

the defensive in Europe and

explained. 
“In two and a half years West- 


ern Europe has been struggling 
with great difficulty to regain 
economic self-sufficiency. It has 
failed to do so because its eco- 
nomic output does not suffice.” 


For this reason, he contended, 
Germany's industrial output must 
be raised to a point where it is 
self-sustaining through exports. 

Free trade in Europe, Clay said, 
would mean that in carrying. on 
commerce “people everywhere 
would know what others are do- 
ing,” because the walls to both 
trade and ideas would be removed. 

“When that condition exists,” he 
asserted, “we need no longer 
worry about democracy.” 

Outside Help Needed. 

As to commerce, Clay said: “The 
minute western Europe has goods 
to zell that eastern Europe (in 
the Russian sphere) wants, the 
demand for those goods will be 
so great that it will break down 
artificial barriers. But without 
outside support western Europe 
cannot obtain that type of de- 
mocracy.” 

Thomas C. Blaisdell, foreign 
trade assistant to Secretary of 
Commerce W. Averell Harriman, 
said in a speech last night for 
the Harvard Law Schopl forum at 
Cambridge, Mass., that “the in- 
dustrial and social recovery of 
Europe demands a certain amount 
of ind recovery in Ger- 


many.” 
“The. German people must be 


allowed to go to work to create 
minimum standards of living for 
themselves as well as contribute 
to the reconstruction of Europe,” 
he asserted. “They must be al- 
lowed to exchange their products 
with the other nations of Europe

On Aug. 21, the United States 
Government, without warning, 
brutally terminated the operation 
of the Lend-Lease Act, cutting 
our Allies adrift at a time when 
they were still maimed and crip- 
pled by war.” 


Blames Truman Regime. 


Striking his point home—that 
the Truman regime is largely to 
blame for present chaotic condi- 
tions abroad—the writer con- 
tinued: “Today, two years later, 
we face a world in which: recon- 
struction has hardly begun. In 
spite of our program of loans 
abroad, the war-ravaged nations 
are running out of dollars for even 
the necessities of life. If Lend- 
Lease had survived ,.., the world 
today might be on the long road 
to abundance and... not search- 
ing for a Marshall Plan to put us 
back on the road to recovery.” 


It was at the Quebec conference 
with Winston Churchill in Sep- 
tember 1944, said Morgenthau, that 
F. D. R. agreed to the creation of 
the joint committee on Lend-Lease 
to give Britain postwar assistance.

Alaska’s eco- 
nomie colonialism is made still more stultifying 
by the Jones Act of 1920 which requtres all 


territorial commerce by sea to be handled in 


American bottoms—-which means, in practice, a 


‘Seattle shipping trust. 


The rates these steamship lines charge for both 
freight and passengers are among the highest in 
the world. Another transportation incubus is im- 


.posed by freight rates on the government-owned 


railroad, the only one in the territory, which are 
the highest in the Western Hemisphere. These 


und other arbitrary barriers to the free use of 


natural resources are the causes of incongruous 
weaknesses in the economy, For example, de- 


spite abundant coal reserves and rich soil that 


will grow two crops a year, Alaskans must im- 
port coal and 90 per cent of their foodstuffs. 

The Lemke bill proposes to do something 
about homeésteading, and something very much 
needs to be done about it, for farming has been 
retarded .by the government’s reluctance to 
make land available to settlers by sale or grant. 
Moreover, the growth of community life has been 
thwarted by a law prohibiting construction of a 
new dwelling closer than a quarter of a mile to 
an existing one. But the Lemke bill is far from 
what is needed. . 

It would give war veterans a maximum of 
three square miles of land in the Tongass Na- 
tional Forest. Since the veterans could hardly, 
farm this mountainous and wooded terrain, they 
would be natural prey for predatory lumbermen. 

Congress should know from similar experi- 
ences after the Civil and Mexican wars what 
the inevitable result would be. Lumber com- . 
panies bought up the bounty land for small frac- 
tions of its real value and set up monopolies. 
Human nature having neither been repealed nor 
amended in the meantime, there is no reason to 
suppose that any other result would come from 
the Lemke measure. 

The Tongass forest, moreover, is the basis of 
a newsprint industry which .Secretary Krug 
hopes can be established in Alaska to relieve the 
short supply in the United States.

Parity prices on wheat, corn and cotton should

Therefore, 
Congressmen from grain and cotton states are 
mobilizing to defeat the Agriculture Depart- 
ment’s proposal. | 

The department has much the better side of 
the argument. A lower parity would discourage 
surplus grain and cotton production after the 
crisis. If there are surpluses, taxpayers will be 
called on to finance export subsidies, which are 
a gross breach in the free-trading that the 
United States is trying to foster. At the same 
time, meat and dairy products are chronic de- 
ficiencies in American diet. Raising these pari- 
ties would promote greater production and use 
of them. 

A second virtue of the department's plan is 
that it proposes fruitful uses of surpluses in- 
stead of handouts for destroying food ‘or not 
producing it. These uses include an enlarged 
school lunch program and direct distribution of 
Government-owned surplus stocks to public 
schools and welfare agencies—benefiting both” 
farmers and public health. When surplyses re- 
appear, it would re-install the highly successful 
food-stamp plan that got unsellable foods in the 
mouths of the poor during the depression. And. 
profiting by the crisis which this year’s light 


corn crop has caused, it wants to store grain 


from good years in an “ever-normal granary,” 
to draw out in years when needs exceed current 


Government aid remains an unpleasant neces-

sity, but such measures make the best of it. 


The department also wants to promote increased | 


use of farm products in industry. It recommends 
intensified research to bring about lower costs 
of production and distribution—also to increase 
knowledge of nutrition and foster demands for 
better-balanced diet. National policy should aim 
to have agriculture on so firm a basis after a 
few years that subsidies will no longer be 
needed, ese latter measures directly serve 
that end. . e ie 
This policy would promote the long-run in- 
terests of all farmers. It would be unfortunate 
if, for the sake of their short-run subsidy ad- 
vantage, grain and cotton statesmen succeeded 
in blocking it. 


It Was to Be Expected 
The abuse of diplomatic hospitality by rep- 
resentatives of the Soviet Union is hardly a nov- 
elty. It was revealed at its worst when Canada 
discovered that. official Russian representatives 
were deeply involved in espionage. And now 


. comes word from Santiago that the Chilean 
‘Government has accused two Yugoslav diplo- 


mats of conspiratorial conduct and expelled 
them from the country. 

That these two men—the charge d’affairs in 
Santiago and the visiting secretary of the 
Buenos Aires legation—should have been acting 
for the newly disclosed Communist headquarters 
in Belgrade is not surprising either. Nor can 
one be startled on learning that they are passing 
the word to Sough American party-members to 
intensify abuse of the United States, to attack 
the hemispheric defense policy, and to develop 
plans for sabotage. 

We know by now how the Russians play their 
game, and so it is necessary to take counter- 
measures—especially in South America. There 
has been a great increase in Communist strength 
there in recent years. This the United States 
must appraise calmly and check effectively. It 
will not do to fall into the notion that Latin 
America is guaranteed to be our Safe back-yard 
forever and ever. 

We cannot assume that local dictatorships, or 
the Catholic Church, or the Pan-American 

Union, an occasional visit by a battleship, or a 
speech about Good Neighbors, or even a stand- 
ardization of military equipment—or all of 
them together—are a sure defense against an 
energetically expanding, ideologically-sparked 
totalitarianism. 

Washington must strengthen its relations with 
the Latin-American countries; 
merely sign treaties with their governments but 
also demonstrate to their peoples that co-opera- 
tion—and not one-way “co-operation,” either— 
between the two continents is essential to peace 
and prosperity. The Communists will make their 
case in any way they can. The United States 
must make it clear that it is on the better side 
of the argument. 
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Senator Ball Quibbles 


Freedom of expression, it seems, is a matter 
of who pays for it. At least, Senator Ball, chair- 
man vf the committee that is keeping an eye 
on the enforcement of the Taft-Hartley Act, 
“clarified” the law’s restriction on political com- 
ment on the basis of this novel principle. 

Answering widespread criticism of the ban 
on electioneering by the labor press, he said: 


“The question is involved only where a union . 


paper is supported by the union treasury in- 
stead of subscriptions. . We don't care who 
publishes a record on Congressmen. They can 
also publish resolutions about anyone.” But what 
he does object to is the use of such publications 
as “political campaign advertisements” at union 
expense. 

Such bumbling distinctions simply cannot be 
accepted. Full of the spirit of the eighteenth 
century pamphleteers, the authors of the Con- 
stitution did not so hedge and hobble free ex- 
pression. It makes no difference how publica- 
tion is financed or distributed, whether it is 
sold or given away. 

The attempt to limit the right of unions to 


present their case against an adversary is a glar- | 


ing fault of the Taft-Hartley law. It needs cor- 
rection, not justification that cannot justify.

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Failure of the Intangibles Tax 

Tax yields on intangible property—taxes re- 
ceived on note and bond interest and the like 
—are “very disappointing,” State Revenue Di- 
rector M. E. Morris reports. Intangibles yielded 
about $2,000,000 a year under the old law. It 
was hoped that the new law, which takes 4 
per cent of the income from intangibles, would 
produce about $2,250,000. Instead, it produced 
only $603,695 in 1945 and $514,363 in 1946— 
about one-fourth the anticipated amount. 

The sufferers are the local governments in 
the state because, after deduction of 2 per cent 
for expenses, they get back 98 per cent of the 
collections from their residents. The blow is 
particularly heavy to hard-run St. Louis, since 
a great part of the total is collected here.

The Community Playhouse and 
Director Bradford Whitney gave 
a good account of themselves in a 
rigorous task last night in pre- 
senting Maxwell Anderson’s drama 
“Joan of Lorraine” for the first 
time in St. Louis to open the 
twenty-first Playhouse season. The 
play, in which Anderson attempts 
to give the torment of Joan of 
Arc a modern meaning by show- 
ing a theatrical company doing a 
rehearsal of a play about the 
French maid, is quite a test for an 
amateur organization. Much of 
the drama of Joan must be given 
on a stage glaringly bare of scen- 
ery, props and dramatic lighting, 

th the actors incongruously in 
modern clothes or wearing pieces 
of costume, Even in the last scene, 
in a cell, where there is conven- 
tional scenery, lighting and cos- 
tuming, the stage manager play- 
ing the inquisitor wears modern 
clothes. To create illusion, to whip 
the drama to a pitch of intensity 
under these circumstances, as the 
company has managed, is an 
achievement. 

In the drama, in which Ingrid 
Bergman starred on Broadway 
last season, Anderson has posed 
the question of whether the 
dreamer, the idealist, should com- 
promise to obtain his ends. Should 
Joan have assented to the crown- 
ing of the Dauphin, whom she 
knew to be corrupt, to rescue 
France? Should Jimmy Masters, 
the director, get a shady promoter 
out of jail so he can lease the 
theater from him, or get set ma- 
terials on the black market, to 
put on an honest, artistic play?

year’s wheat crop may be disap- 
pointing. Any such prospect is 
bound to affect adversely the 
progress of the Marshall plan 
through Congress.

If the rains don’t come by then, 
prices may be driven up and Con- 
gress may demand that the pres- 
ent carryover, which has hit an 
all-time low during the past few 
years, should be increased. Farm- 
ers will naturally be tempted to 
hold back unsold grain if they 
perceive a danger that next year’s 
harvest will be short, 

Wheat acreage expanded tre- 
mendously over the country due 
to wartime demand and high 


prices. Much cotton country in 


Texas and Oklahoma switched to 
growing the grain. Texas more 
than doubled its prewar wheat 
output; Oklahoma increased its 
output one-third. These states, 
with Kansas, are now rain-starved 
and the winds are beginning to 
stir their dusty acres. 
Hope in Conservation. 

Both Hope and agriculture offi- 
cials here contend stoutly that the 
dust-bowl specter is exaggerated. 
Farmers, they say, learned in the 
bitter mid-’thirties various devices 
to cheat dust storms, Conceding 
grain output may be less, they 
feel that conservation practices 
will save the land. 

One of the cautions which food 
expetts on Secretary of Commerce 
Harriman’s committee have 
stressed is that the weather is less 
predictable than politicians. . For 
a decade it has been kind and not 
since the 36 drouth led Franklin 
Roosevelt to a dust-bowl tour has 
it threatened any substantial in- 
roads in food production.

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good weather enabled this coun-

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to maintain but to expand its 
peacetime standard of living.

IN ATOM BLAST 


HIROSHIMA, Oct. 10 (UP)— 
Trees that survived the atom 
bomb blast over Hiroshima and 
underwent strong radiation 
showed two years’ growth during 
the next 12 months, scientists 
claimed today. 

Authorities at Bunrika Univer- 
sity, this city’s only institution of 
higher learning, said rerearch 
inte the effects of radiation had 
led to the discovery that all trees 
which escaped destruction in the 
blast showed a growth of two 
rings that year instead of the 
usual one ring in the trunk. 

Various types of plants appar- 
ently were affected considerably 


by ‘radiation, laboratory sources 
said, although they found no in- 
stance of a marked increase in 
agricultural yield as reported 
from Nagasaki. (The latter effect 
has been ascribed by other 
sources to increased fertility of 
land where houses had s pre- 
viously.) ~ 3 7 

The leaves of some plants were 
reported to have lost their color 
or to have changed from their 
ordinary shape. Some species 
falled to produce seeds, strength- 
ening the belief radiation on both 
plants and animals may result in 
sterility. 

In others vines were flattened 
out and grew into twisted forms. 
In some cases flowers changed 
the shape of their petals. The 
latter effect was especially ap- 
parent in such species as the 


shepherd's purse, chickweed and 
germander.

From the moment one leaves the 
ship, the new spirit of Manila is 
evident, the soak-the-traveler, get- 
all - the - money-you-can-no-matter- 
how, that is part of the city today. 

The - porters asked for $4 to 
carry the bags from the cabin 
down the gangplank. The taxi 
driver demanded—and got—$5 for 
driving the five blocks. Seven 
hotel porters carried my. seven 
bags, and each stood waiting with 
their hands out for tips, whether 
they had carried a small vanity 
case or an overnight bag. 


Graciousness Absent, 


No more graciousness in the 
Manila Hotel. One is lucky if 
allowed to register. An insolent 
night clerk assigned a room in a 
temporary beaverboard annex, 
built by the Unitec States Army 
when the Americans retook 
Manila, The room was smelly, 
dark and hot. It had a stone floor, 
an iron bed, no bath. Thecharge 
wase$6 a night. 

Breakfast of coffee, toast and 
half a papaya is $1.50. The mini- 
mum cost of luncheon and dinner 
is $2.50. Coffee or tea is 40 cents. 
The waiters expect. a minimum 
tip of 50 cents. A 10-cent Ameri- 
can magazine is 50 cents; a 25- 
cent women’s magazine, $1.50. 

In former days one could en- 
gage a lavendera, or laundress, 
who came each day to care for 
clothes. In the terrific heat of 
Manila at least several changes 
are needed each day. The hotel 
does not allow tiis now; instead, 
it charges $1 to wash and iron a 
dress. And this in a land where 
labor is comparatively cheap. 

Waiting For U. S. Help. 

Even sadder than the devastat- 
ed condition of Manila is the spirit 
of waiting for American help, 
which permeates the country, and 
the antagonism that is expressed 
because enough has not yet ar- 
rived. Independence of govern- 
ment has not brought independ- 
ence of spirit. 


“America promised to: pay for 
the damage here if we fought,” 
the average Filipino says. Col. 
Nieto, manager of the hotel, spoke 
with antagonistic bitterness. “We 
have no capital. We cannot re- 
build. Only your country has 
money.” : 

All of this may be true, al- 
though there is evidence to the 
contrary. But while waiting for 
whatever money is due, the Fili- 
pino government and people are. 
doing little to help themselves, In 
similar circumstances, Americans 
would not wait for help but would 
do what they could, and later 
when the money came, use it for 
whatever was needed.

It is reported that officers close 
to Gen. Douglas MacArthur urged 
that Manila be declared an open 
city. on the return of the United 
States forces, but that the General 
refused to do this. (It was de- 
clared an open city when the Jap- 
anese attacked in 1942.) 

The result was that close com- 
bat fighting raged from building 
to building, and house to house. 
Intramuros, the old Spanish sec- 
tion, was almost demolished, in- 
cluding the 20 to 30 feet wide 
walls which surrounded it. 


Campus Like Battlefield. 


The University of the Philip- 
pines campus looks like a battle- 
field. Hospitals, schools and homes 
are pockmarked with machine gun 
fire. One wing of the Manila 
Hotel has only walls left. Apart- 
ment houses, as well as office 
biuldings, were destroyed. Walls 
still stand, and there apparently 


has been little attempt at rehabill- 


tation. Only 100 buildings were re- 
built the first year after war's end, 


In connection with the Rehabili- 
tation Act granting the $520,000,- 
000, the Philippine government in 
turn granted the United States 
preferential trading rights until 
1974. The United States retains 
15 sites for military and naval 
bases for 97 years. 

According to the Philippine con- 
situation, 60 per cent of all cor- 
porations and businesses must be 
owned by Filipinos. Free trade 
will be carried on between the 
two countries for eight years, and 
then there will be 20 years of de- 
clining preference. Undoubtedly, 
the years of economic ties be- 
tween the two countries will al- 
ways keep them close. A huge 
amount of American capital is in- 
vested in the islands. There 
should be a great deal of activity 
when the Philippines become 
more settled. 

There is an increasing amount 
of air business throughout the 
islands, and in connecting links 
between the United States and 
with China. The Philippine Air 
Lines is active throughout the 
country, and has lines going to 
Hong ong, Shanghai, Saigon, 
and to Hawaii and the United 
States. This has the backing of 
the government. Other lines are 
having a hard time getting any 
foothold. Former American fly- 
ers are responsible for several 
freight transport lines, and their 
business is expanding rapidly. 


United States Army air fields are 
being turned ovér to the Philip- 
pines, and then will deteriorate 
rapidly. 

There is no question but that 
the Philippines suffered from an 
immense amount of destruction, 
and that undoubtedly the United 
States has an obligation to the 
country. But it certainly would 
be helpful if the Filipinos decided 
it would be a good idea for them 
to help themselves recover from 
a war that ended two years ago.

Vessel Said to Have Under- 
world Value of $4,000,000. 


VANCOUVER, B. C., Oct. 10

Some Good Ones Overlooked. 

Later developments proved the 
selection committee overlooked 
some good material, notably a 
fellow named Buff Donelli who 
had starred for Pittsburgh 
against St. Louis, scoring his 
team's only goal.

You Can Still Bet 
On the Ship's Speed

HE traditional “ship’s pool” has sailed into 
contemporary currency complications, 

By rigid theory, every passenger is pro- 
hibited from bringing more than five pounds into 
the United King- 

dom, The official 

rate for the pound 

is $4.03 but it passes 

here at $4. The 

ship’s pool, decided 

by the closest guess 

as to how far the, 

vessel sails during 

the day, is worth 

from 150 to 300 

pounds ($600 to 

$1200) to the prin- 

cipal winner. The 

chances cost from 

three to 25 pounds 

each. Auctions for 

chances are held 

. each night in the 

huge oak-paneled smoking lounge. Ten per cent 
of the entire pool*goes to a seamen's charity. 

The largest pool this trip was $1450. 

The pregent British currency difficulties raise . 
Several timely questions for the chance takers 
and the answers give to American travelers an 
insight of the British capacity for flexibility in 
preserving traditions. 
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DOLLARS, OF COURSE, are welcomed in the 
pool and they present no problem. But the 
Britisher must find ways to put up the necessary 
pounds and, if a winner, get official permission 
to take home the monetary bacon. There is 
probably an income tax levy. 

‘Some Britishers and a few smart Americans 
bought potinds in the “free” American or Cana- 
dian market for use on shipboard, A New York 
lace merchant got an ample supply from his 
regular banker at $2.70 a pound. His chance 
one evening at 17 pounds cost him only $45.90, 
whereas a person buying at the official rate on 
travelers’ checks would have paid $68.51. 

The same evening an Oxford student, who had 
been vacationing in Canada, bewailed the fact 
thet he had failed to buy pounds in Montreal at 
$1.60, just before new currency regulations went 
into effect. As a result, when the bidding reached 
11 pounds, he observed plaintively: 

“How can people pay such sums. I haven't 11 


pounds on me.” 
x M * 


THE AUCTIONEER, however, had prefaced 
his selling talk by explaining that Britishers 
lacking the actual currency could enter the play 
by writing personal checks against their bank 
accounts in England. He slyly asked that he not 
bé quoted, saying he had no official Position. 
The general idea was that the personal checks 
would be honored by the pool managers. He 
also intimated that if asked by the winner, he 
could tell—unofficially,;: of course—how the 
winnings could be legally brought into the 
United Kingdom. After those assurances the 
bidding proceeded with the old prewar enthu- 
siasm. 

One group, either from experience or because 
of the participants’ Individual lack of pounds, 
formed a syndicate, The group must have known 
something. The syndicate won three nights 
running. The temporary partners prorated the 
pot among themselves. 

The floating luxury hotel is making good 
time. One night the “captain's range” for the 
bidding was from 636 to 655 miles for that day's 
run. That meant that the bidding started at the 
first figure and ended with the last, That 23 
hours—we lose an hour each day going eastward 
—we registered 659 miles, so the owner of 655 
was the big winner. In un-nautical terms, we 
were averaging almost 28 miles an hour, 
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THIS 81,273-TON SHIP is an example of the 
British search for dollars. Second only to her 
sister, the R.M.S. “Queen Elizabeth,” in size and 
equal to her in accommodations and decorations, 
she was quickly reconditioned from war trans- 
port duty—she carried 765,000 troops —for the 
passenger service. The two “Queens” are bring- 
ing in the American dollars. 

The British are touchy about the depreciated 
value of their pound, for centuries the standard 
of the mercantile world, but they will gladly talk 
about this ship. 

She is their pride and properly so. I have 
traveled across the Atlantic on many types of 
ships, from a cargoless American freighter that 
took 20 days between Bristol and Baltimore, to 
the Eurgpa that required only five days from 
New York. This “Queen” is knots ahead of the 
German vessel, the grand old Leviathan, the 
Majestic and Olympic of prewar days. The 
present crowd is not as gay as is usual on an 
ocean voyage. Nearly everybody aboard is here 
for business or family reasons. 
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THE BRITISH ARE restrained about making 
invidious comparisons with lesser ships, Looking 
at the ceiling of huge main lounge that extends 
a height of three decks, they are likely to 
observe: 

“Not bad, you know. Not bad at all.” 

Such a sight makes them forget about théir 
sinking currency. In building ships of this class 
they are still the leaders of the world.

We Have Their Problems While They Hav

ATHENS, Greece. 
HE longer you stay in Greece 
the oftener you recall those 
crisp words of Philosopher 
Santayana: “Those who cannot 
remember the past are condemned 
to repeat it.” For hundreds of 
years the Greeks had a “guerilla 
problem” in the mountains. They 
had “pressure” along the “North- 
ern borders.” The city of Athens 
was exploiting the rest of the 
country then as now — and 
the country was yelling mur- 


der, especially when the money 


was “squandered”'on building that 


glory of Greece, the Parthenon. 


This was a W. P. A. project—a 
“boondoggle” put over by Pericles 
(according to that old gossip 
Plutarch) to solve locai unemploy- 
ment around Athensein the Fifth 
Century, B.C. 

To hear the Greeks of today go 
on about it you would think they 
had never had “guerillas” or 
“bandits” or “brigands.” And yet 
they have a rich folklore and still 
sing rousing old ballads about the 
“Klephts,” who holed up in the 
mountains and waged guerilla war 
on the Turks when Greece was 
under the Turkish heel for more 
than four hundred years. The 
name Klephts“ which came from 
the same Greek word for “thief” 
which gives us “kleptomania,” 
was used at first as a term of re- 
proach for these hit-and-hide 
brigands from the hills—who later 
proudly adopted it just as “Con- 
temptibles,” the Kaiser's scornful 


epithet, was proudly adopted by 


the British army, during World 
War I. 


The guerillas who are running 
wild over the northern provinces 
of Greece today are in the old 
“Klepht” tradition—but something 
new has been added. As of old 
they come down from the moun- 
tains and raid the villages; they 
live off the country and forcibly 
recruit unwilling peasants if they 
need reinforcements; political ref- 
ugees, dissidents, rebels — and 
those salty characters you find 
everywhere who are “agin” the 
government—escape into the hills 
and join up with them, Outnum- 
bered by the regular army (15,000 
to 120,000); the guerillas raid and 
burn and then melt into the wild 
hills while the regular army in- 
stead of harassing its quarry 
makes spasmodic forays by day 
and holes up in the village bars by

night. Yes, “the more it changes, 
the more it is the same,” but with 
a difference today, for something 
new has been added: the dynamics 
of Communist leadership, organi- 
zation, planning—and discipline. 


ISTORY tells us that in the 
old days the government (the 

Turks) organized the Arma- 
toloi (armed people) to cope 
with the bandits—a native gen- 
darmerie, acceptable to the pop- 
ulation. Some Greek leaders 
today are suggesting that some- 
thing similar be done — that 
villagers be armed and organized 
into a kind of militia to supple- 
ment an insufficient army. The 
experience of the Turks would be 
illuminating — if remembered — 
for often as not the Armatoloi 


‘went over to the Klephts. Or the 


Klephts came down from the 
mountaths, lived in the villages, 
mingled with their would-be cap- 
tors and melted into the landscape 
to be known as Tame“ Klephts. 
Those who stayed up in the moun- 
tains were the “Savage” Klephts. 
Through the centuries this went 
merrily on until it became a say- 
ing: “Armatoloi taday — Klephts 
tomorrow.” For what is going on 
in Greece at this moment read, 


“Peasants today—Guerillas tomor- 
row.“ 

Everybody tells me the first and 
most important thing that must be 
done about Greece is to stop the 
fighting and liquidate or pacify 
the guerillas. But nobody agrees 
about how this is going to be ac- 
complished, Gov. Griswold, se- 
rious, hardworking, harassed 
head of the American Mission, 
tells me there is no purely mili- 
tary solution and yet the recon- 
struction can’t go ahead until 
there is peace. Former Prime 
Minister Tsaldaris, the strong 
man of the right, says there is 
a military solution, but he has to 
have a bigger army and the 
Americans must give him more 
money—“then we can get rid of 
this brigandage in six months.“ 
When I asked him if he thought 
he could rid Greece of brigands 
(bandits, guerillas, Communists) 
in six months when it took 100 
years ‘to clean up the Klephts 
even after the Turks left, he said, 
“Things have to be done quicker, 
these days.” Have to? Perhaps. 
Can do? Hmmmm. 

The new Prime Minister 
Sophoulis tells me an amnesty is 
the answer—that and persuasion 


over the legitimately disgruntled 
to orderly, democratic. govern- 
ment. Our military experts would 
first seal the northern border. 
With American troops? Oh no. 
U. N. international border patrol? 
Useless. Greek army? Not 
enough of them. Increase 
strength? That would be a pro- 
hibitive expense, say the Econo- 
mists, and would take much 
needed men out of production, 
further weakening a national eco- 
nomy already picking at the cov- 
ers and turning its wan face to 
the wall. 

HE British have no solution, 
T trey tried something and it 

backfired. Now they have one 
foot on the boat—but the Ameri- 
cans don’t want them to go.. Per- 
haps it would be lonely here in 
Greece with nothing but Greeks 
around. Perhaps we crave com- 
pany in our misery. So it does 
the British very little good to 
have one foot on the boat for 
we are firmly planted on the 
other one. Our boys over there 
have stopped kidding the Brit- 
ish about their failure. The 
British tried a military solu- 
tion without an economic plan. 
We are trying an economic solu- 
tion without a military plan; un- 
less you want to call feeding G.I. 
rations to the Greek army—while 
having little or nothing .to say 
about how, where, or when it 
fight—a decisive military opera- 
tion. In any case we are discover- 
ing that a military solution with- 
out an economic solution, or vice 
versa just won’t work. Have we 
a military solution? We have not, 
but we are beginning to realize 
that if we do not dream up a good 
one quick our mission and all its 
millions will disappear into the 
bottomless pit of Greek guile, 


Meanwhile the Greeks are not 
worried. They firmly believe we 
are not going to leave them—ever. 
Of course we warn them daily that 
this mission is here for only one 
year and then we are going home. 
The Greeks laugh good-naturedly 
and say soothingly as one would 
to a wilful child, “Malista, Malis- 
ta” (sure, sure), They have heard 
all this before. The Greeks have 
a long experience with missions. 
Well-meaning outsiders come to 
do good, while the Greeks remain 
—to do well, The basic economy 
of Greece is not agricultural, nor 
need it ever be industrial. The 
most profitable source of national 
income has been, is, and probably 
always will be—missions,

They faced a large advertising 
sign describing the movie then on 
the screen. The sign contained 
such screaming superlatives as 
“SMASH HIT . . . MARVELOUS 
. » » COLOSSAL .. . STUPEN- 
DOUS.” One girl then turned to 
the other and casually asked: 
“Have you heard whether it’s any 
good?” This cartoon typifies the 
excessive use of superlatives in 
the field of advertising. Such un- 
wise procedure has not only de- 
veloped a negative attitude on the part of customers, as the 
girl’s simple query revealed. But it has also added to the gen- 
eral sales resistance or disbelief on the part of the public. Glib 
gales speech and an undue use of such words as “acme”, “qual- 
ity”, “service” and the usual list of superlative adjectives, put 
customers on their guard and actually reduce credulity or belief.

Then from this specific list of pies, you finally make your 
selection. You cap inspect current advertising copy in even the 
high priced mediuma, however, and often find this same lack of 
specificity. | 

Moreover, millions of dollars are wasted each year in adver- 
.tising which is imperfect and psychologically unsuited to the 
habits of the prospective customers. 
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FOR INSTANCE, people are more inclined to think forward 
than backward! To prove this point, just try to write the alpha- 
bet in reverse order, as “z, y. . . etc.“ Time yourself. Then 
write it in the forward order, and note the difference, 

Some advertisers even today are still squandering money 
needlessly because they are trying to teach people to think 
backwards when they could get far better results, with less 
money, if they simply capitalized on the normal tendency to 
think forward.

It 
was named for its inventor, the 
Frenchman, L. J. M. Daguerre, 
pronounced: da-GAIR. The correct 
English pronunciation of daguer- 
reotype is: duh-GAIR-uh-type, 

Youngstown: My Funk & Wag- 
nalls New Standard pronounces 
the word questionnaire as: “KESS- 
chun-AIR.” Must I?7—Mrs. H. T. P. 

Answer: Not unless you want 
people to look at you strangely. 
The F. & W. pronunciation is 
pseudo-French, and is as dead as 
the dodo. The Standard American 
pronunciation of questionnaire is: 
KWESS-chun-AIR. 

Milwaukee: Do us all a good 
turn and spread the word around 
how to pronounce the candy called 
caramel.—M.A.D. 

Answer: Caramel is an interest- 


ing word. It entered English from 


the French from the Middle Latin 
cannamellis, “reed honey” (sugar 
cane), Many persons pronounce 
caramel as “KAHR-m']l.”

A cattle sale, consignments are 

solicited for many weeks ahead 
of time. When the cattle and young 
stock arrive at the sale barn, they 
are numbered, weighed and sorted 
into lots by experts from the Col- 
lege of Agriculture, The lots may 
run anywhere from two to 18 or 20 
head and all cattle in one lot are 
closely alike-in weight, size and 
quality of finish. Bids are made 
in the sale ring on a per pound 
basis, with the buyer agreeing to 
take the entire lot on which he 
bids, at the total weight for that 
lot. This makes a good proposi- 
tion for the buyer of feeder cattle 
particularly; he wants cattle for 
his feed-lots which are uniform in 
size and quality and at such a sale 
as this he can buy them in good 
quantity and at a uniform price.
